SEcriON 1. The power of the supreme 
court, ex cept as liereina fter prov ided, and 
of the courts of appeals, to issue orig inal 
remedial writs, sha ll be confined to ca ses ly ­ 
ing within the a ppella te jurisdiction of said 
courts. 
Sec. 2. The meaning o f the term s u sed in 
sectio n 12, article 6, o f the co nstitu tio n, are 
hereby deü u ed as fo llo ws: 
By am o u nt in dispu te is m eant the mo ney 
valu e o f the real dispu te a t the date o f the 
ju dgm ent appealed' fro m, and the co u rts 
shail lo o k into the entire reco rd fo r the 
pu rpo .se o f ascertaining su ch valu e. 
Cases invo lving the co nstru ctio n o f tlie 
co nstitu tio n o f the United States o r o f this 
state, o r the validity o f a trea ty o r statu te
